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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's arguments, filed 8/13/04, have been fully considered but they are not 
deemed to be persuasive. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous 
office actions are hereby withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objections are 
either reiterated or newly applied. They constitute the complete set presently being 
applied to the instant application. 

NEW MATTER 

Claims 12-18, 20, 22, and 29-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

NEW MATTER has been amended into the claims via the ordering of steps as 
set forth via the phrase "followed by" in line 3 of claim 12 without limitations 
commensurate with the support for this ordering as filed. Applicant pointed to the 
specification at page 11, lines 3-5, for support regarding this ordering limitation. 
Consideration of said page 1 1 citation reveals that the ordering of steps is only cited 
therein in the methodology that is summarized in the bridging paragraph between pages 
1 0 and 1 1 . In this paragraph, a sample holder is required which is not cited in instant 
claim 12. In this paragraph, a vacuum is applied to the sample to pull the fluid away 
from the lower end of the tip within jaws as in Figure 3. In the first three lines of page 
1 1 , the sample is removed far enough from the tip to allow for sealing which is not 
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present in instant claim 12. The extra vacuum is described on page 1 1 , lines 2-3, as 
sufficient to pull the fluid away from the lower end of the tip without trapping air below 
the sample. Jaws of a small vice are then utilized for sealing the tip which is not seen in 
instant claim 12. The sealed tip is described as having a flattened end. The jaws are 
also cited as being slightly nonparallel to force upwards any residual fluid which is in the 
grasp of the jaws. In order to seal a tip some type of sealing practice is required and 
according to applicant's pointed to section of the specification this ordering of the 
sealing practice of the first tip as instantly claimed requires a vacuum, jaws of a vice 
with slightly nonparallel jaws etc. as noted above. No generic ordering of method steps 
as present now in claim 12 has been pointed to by applicant nor found upon 
consideration of the remainder of the instant disclosure as filed. Thus, the amending as 
noted above adds NEW MATTER to the claims. Claims which depend from claims 12 
or 31 , which also contains this generic NEW MATTER, also are rejected hereinunder 
due to their dependence. This rejection is necessitated by amendment. 
No claim is allowed. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
